The Tracks Hold the Power; 


Bailing Out the Commission 


New YorK 

This is just an idea to play with. though 
it is doubtful if anvone plays with it. The 
New York Court of Appeals has ruled that 
it is unconstitutional for the licensing of 
owners. trainers. jockeys. and others to be 
vested by law with The Jockey Club, so 
doubtless it is. 

But the five New York racing associa- 
tions are controlled by members of The 
Jockey Club. Let's suppose. leaving the 
Court of \ppeals to its own devices. these 
five associations agreed among themselves 
not to give stall room to any owner or 


trainer not sanctioned by The Jockey 


Club. A license by itself isn’t much good

Other sports—l'm thinking only of pro- 
fessional sports--regulate themselves from 
inside.

It seems to me about time that racing 
decides whether it runs itself or is run by 
state legislatures. There was a time when 
racing had to be very complaisant. lest it

that this risk does not exist. A’ situation 
in which a race track cannot control its 
personnel. but nevertheless is blamed for 


get itself thrown out.

The way 
to regain this control seems to me quite 


wages. is not a very healthy one. 
easy. If the prerequisite for stall space 
is approval by the stewards of The Jockey 
Club. I do net see what anybody can do 
about it. Since this approval would have 
no legal standing. it could hardly be fore- 
ed by court order. but if the five associa- 
tions stand together they can let in whom 
they please and bar whom they please. 
The idea is so simple that there must be 
something wrong with it. 


INVESTIGATION. I guess you'd ex- 


pect it of a group made up largely of men 


with legal training. but the request for a 
$25.000 appropriation for the study of 
New York’s racing laws left me a little 
puzzled. Lawyers. you know. often re- 
ceive a retaining fee. and then charge ex- 
tra when they do any work. a situation be- 
fore which | am just plain envious. Well. 
it was my understanding that the legisla- 
tors at Albany were paid on a yearly basis 
to make such additions and corrections as 
were necessary in the legal structure, 
and that they were presumed to know 
something about this legal structure. 

This apparently was a misconception. 
If the legislature is to know anything 
about specific laws. $25.000 has to be 
spent informing it. The idea of a state 
senator going to work and = studying the 
laws he has helped to make. or which he 
inherited. is evidently out of order. unless 
he either receives extra pay. or is” per- 
mitted to hire his cousins and friends. to 
do this work for him. 

The idea of investigating and codifying 
the racing laws in New York. or elsewhere. 
is good enough except for one factor. This 
is that every legislature wants (1) more 


money, and (2) more opportunities for 
patronage. A study of racing laws for 


the purpose of doing the most possible 
good for the three interested parties. which 
I take to be the state. the racing associa- 
tions. and the customers. would be fine. 
If | seem to have omitted the horsemen. 
it is because their interest is tied to that 
of the tracks: if the tracks prosper, purses 
go up. This isn’t necessarily so every- 
where. but the New York tracks have been

are going to get. You can bet that the

SURRENDER. I suppose it’s just be- 
cause objective reporting is beyond me, 
but Daily Racing Form’s story, on March 
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16, that the Florida Racing Commission 
would hold an open hearing on its 20-min- 
ute delay rule. left me pondering. There 
wasnt anything wrong with the story; it 
just stated the facts and quit. But a man 
reading it would have thought that the 
Florida body had tried an intelligent ex- 
periment, had found that it wouldn’t work, 
and was prepared to abandon it. The ac- 
tual facts are that this “experiment” was 
one of the outstanding stupidities in the 
history of the commission rule of racing, 
which began in Kentucky about 1906, that 
there was never any chance for the rule, 
and that the commission is trying to get 
out from under it with some saving of dig- 
nity. This won't work either, because the 
commission has proved that it didn’t have 
any dignity in the first place, and thus 
can hardly save any. 

If the Racing Form wants to let the 
Florida commission retire with full honors 
of war. | don’t. The adoption of the rule 
was stupid, the retention of it was bull- 
headed. and the abandonment of it is to 
be accompanied by such smoke screens as 


“one good accomplished by Florida’s 
rule was the fact that it demonstrated 
that such restrictions were unworkable 


and thus the local experiment might serve 
as a deterrent to similar actions 
where.”

Racketeering & Hoodlums: 
The Tie-Ups with Racing 


Last week mention was made in this 
column of a report by the Thoroughbred 
Racing Protective Bureau to the Kefauver 
Committee. The point was made that 
racing has attracted some ugly publicity 
through the Kefauver investigation, —be- 
cause racing was indirectly but clearly 
linked with racketeers and hoodlums who 
have bookmaking and wire service con- 
nections, 

Many horsemen seem to be indifferent 
to the bookmaking and wire service prob- 
lems. They can see no great threat to 
racing coming from these activities; some 
of them use the facilities for betting and 
as a seurce of rapid information; and some 
of them consider, or say they do, book- 
making as a means of keeping interest 
alive in racing during an off season. And 
perhaps some of them know of practices 
at some race tracks that make them doubt 
the sincerity of certain racing interests in 
their professed attitude toward bookmak- 
ing, the service, and comeback money. 

Apparently they do not think the book- 
making and wire service problems through 
to the end point: that racing’s associations 
with racketeers and hoodlums, even though 
indirect, brings damaging publicity to the 
Turf. There is a vigorous streak of Puri- 
tanism in the American makeup—even 
though a large percentage of citizens do 
make an occasional bet—and the instinct 
of outraged people is to jerk the offending 
institution out by the roots. Racing is 
highly popular at present, but in the rural 
areas of almost any racing state there is 
likely to be an indifference to the fate of 
race tracks, if not an antipathy toward 
them. This indifference or antipathy is 
dormant, for the most part, but it can 
be rallied into activity when there is suf- 
ficient provocation. 

If you have voters who are fed up with 
hoodlums, they are not unlikely to strike 
out at the hoodlums and whatever seems 
to be in the province of hoodlumism. A 
lot of people have been led to believe, by 
testimony that has been developed by the 
Kefauver Committee and other groups, 
that racing is associated with racketeering, 
so you can expect racing to be included 
among the victims of public indignation. 
Maybe it can’t happen here—and maybe 
it can. 

So much for the sermon. Now, where is 
the tie-up between racing, and these hood- 
lums the Kefauver Committee had on the 
carpet, and public opinion? 


The tie-up is not difficult to trace. It 
just requires a little reading. and for this 
assignment I can recommend Part 4 of the 
published record of the Kefauver investi- 
gation. It relates to the situation in Kansas 
City, Mo.. which can be approximated in 
almost any major city in the United States. 

The newspapers have duly reported the 
investigation at Kansas City, as they have 
those in other cities, but because of space 
limitations they have had to summarize. 
The actual committee report gives full 
details. and it is very interesting reading. 

Let us, for the sake of illustration, fol- 
low the career of a known hoodlum who 
has been tied in with racing through book- 
making and the service. Our cast will in- 
clude these people: SENATOR KEFAU- 
VER: RUDOLPH HALLEY, chief investi- 
gator for the committee: CLAUDE A. 
FOLMER, United States narcotic agent; 
THOMAS B. BASH, a former sheriff of 
Kansas City; the spirit of CHARLES 
GARGOTTA, a violently deceased asso- 
ciate of the late and notorious CHARLES 
BINAGGIO. also violently deceased; 
MORRIS (SNAG) KLEIN, with a rap 
against him for vote fraud; THOMAS 
(TANO) LACOCO, with a rap for income 
tax evasion; EDWARD PHILIP OSAD- 
CHEY. also known as EDDIE SPITZ, a 
wire service distributor and a man_ of 
many devious parts; and JOSEPH DIGIO- 
VANNI. an immigrant who astute 
enough to make as much as $80,000 a year, 
but who can’t remember whether he has 
ever been arrested for murder and_ kid- 
napping. 

Our boy is Gargotta, and I will show 
how he was connected, in the public mind, 
with racing, through his association with 
handbooks and the service, and how racing 
can be associated in the public mind, 
through the likes of Gargotta, with rack- 
eteering and hoodlumism. 

Here we go. It would be interesting to 
quote at length from the actual testimony, 
but the space is not available for this. 
We first put the finger on Joe DiGiovanni, 
the rich immigrant, who was _ identified 
by Mr. Folmer, the narcotic agent, as 
a member of a narcotics ring and as the 
employer of a known murderer. We shall 
get back to Mr. DiGiovanni later. 

Next comes Mr. Bash, the former sheriff, 
who had a point-blank gun battle with our 
boy Gargotta. He had happened on Gar- 
gotta as the latter was mowing down a 
rival. Mr. Bash confiscated Gargotta’s gun, 


but later had the discomfiture of learning 
that a member of the Kansas City police 
department had switched the identification 
tag on it and rendered it valueless as evi- 
dence, even after ballistics experts had 
designated it as the murder weapon. A 
policeman was sent to jail for this, but 
Gargotta escaped the murder rap. 

Gargotta then was tried on a charge of 
illegally possessing a Government weapon. 
He was convicted. but the conviction was 
reversed. Whether the charge finally was 
made to stick was not clearly brought out 
at the hearing, but one infers that it wasn’t. 
At any rate. Gargotta got three years for 
felonious assault on the sheriff. He was out 
of jail in six months. In_ protesting the 
pardon, a police official wrote to a parole 
officer, citing that “Gargotta’ has been 
arrested 36 times for violations of the 
liquor law, robbery. burglary. auto theft. 
frequenting gambling games, vagrancy. 
carrying concealed weapons, assault to 
kill. oceupying room for immoral pur- 
poses, and murder.” 

A nice guy for racing to be connected 
with, even remotely. As a sidelight to the 
quick pardon given him, it may be noted 
that during his trial for felonious assault, 
the case was continued 27 times. Let us 
proceed. 

Now we move to Morris (Snag) Klein. 
At the time of his appearance before the 
Kefauver Committee, Klein was on leave 
from a Federal penitentiary. where he was 
serving a sentence for election fraud. 

Klein’s own testimony designated Gar- 
gotta as his partner in Green Hills, a book- 
making and gambling joint, and in the 
wire service at Kansas City. He admitted 
that he had known Gargotta for “ten. 
twelve, 15 years; something like that,” 
but professed that he was not aware of his 
friend’s criminal record. Mr. Klein related 
how he and his associates had obtained a 
Trans-America wire service franchise dur- 
ing the Bugsy Siegel era, and had com- 
bined it with the existing Continental 
franchise by taking the Continental man in 
as a “partner,” or having him take them 
in, whichever it was. On an investment of 
$1,250 each, Klein and his group, includ. 
ing Gargotta, made about $15,000 each 
during the comparatively short period they 
operated. The role played by Gargotta 
and Lacoco seemed to be that of salesmen 
who persuaded bookmakers to buy  sery- 
ice from them. 

Some time during these goings-on, Gar- 
gotta had wandered up to Omaha and got 
himself arrested for robbery. The author- 
ities demanded $30,000 cash bail before 
releasing him. By coincidence, a_ spot 
known as the Stork Club, in Omaha, wa: 
robbed of $78.000 by gunmen, and Gargot- 
ta’s cash bail showed up the next day. Also 
by coincidence, a wall at a Stork Club. 
at Council Bluffs, lowa. was blown oul 
by a bomb, and the Messrs. Klein and 
associates subsequently showed up as part 
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owners of the club. A matter of $20,000 
was supposed to have been paid for their 
interest in the club, but it developed that 
no money actually changed hands. They 
got their half-interest for nothing, and each 
netted $20.000 or $25.000 a year. Gargotta 
included. 

Next to testify was Tony Lacoco, a part- 
ner with Klein and Gargotta in the wire 
service and other enterprises. Lacoco iden- 
tified himself as a life-long friend of 
Gargotta’s. and as an uncle of Binaggio’s 
wife. He displayed a remarkably poor 
memory at times. being unable to recall 
some earlier arrests, and displaying an 
unfamiliarity with an alias that Mr. Hal- 
ley seemed to think he had used on occa- 
sion. This phenomenon of the poor memory 
seemed to plague witnesses all over the 
country. when questioned by the Kefauver 
Committee. Lacoco couldn't very well for- 
get his income tax trouble. however. be- 
cause he was at that time serving a two- 
year sentence for tax evasion. 

Mr. Halley sketched a timetable that 
could have placed Lacoco in the vicinity 
of the Stork Club in Omaha at the time 
of the $78.000 robbery, but Lacoco would- 
nt buy it. The bail money. he insisted. 
had been collected from friends. 

Edward Philip Osadchey (Eddie Spitz) 
gets into the act through the wire service 
and other enterprises conducted by the 
group. A lot of his testimony consisted of 
denials. For instance, he denied knowing 
anything about friction between Continen- 
tal and Trans-America. and denied having 
said: “L have two tough guys named Gar- 
gotta. and Lacoco, and a tough friend 
named Klein, and we can handle this situa- 
tion.” He admitted having heard that a Mr.

Burke, representing Continental, had been 
beaten up, but he hadn't learned about 
it until sometime later. 

Mr. Halley was hard to evade in the 
matter of the Continental—Trans-America 


“merger,” but Osadchey was a_ nimble 
adversary. The committee — investigator 


brought out that at the time the Osadchey 
axis became ‘Trans-America  representa- 
tives, at a cost of $1,000 a week. the axis 
had no $1,000, no customers, no telephones, 
and no experience at running such an en- 
terprise: “... We was just taking a chance 
of getting the customers. There apparently 
was plenty of business.” 

The details leading to the partnership 
with a Simon Partnoy. the Continental 
distributor, are interesting. but they cannot 
be reprinted here because of space limi- 
tations. Anyhow, Mr. Partnoy, who had 
operated satisfactorily by himself, found 
that he had four new partners, whom he 
hadnt exactly invited into the firm. 


True. his new partners had bought into

the business, but it developed that he had 
more or less been paid off with his own 
money, because the payments were taken 
out of the firm’s profits. 

Some of the testimony in this regard is 
worth citing, since it illustrates the oper- 
ations of Osadchey and his group, and also 
shows how important friendship can be in 
business: 


MR. HALLEY. He must have been paid off by 
that 
came out; is that right? 

OSADCHEY. I

H. Why did you ask these two men [Gargotta 
and Lacoco | service, if

O. They could help me get customers.

H. How do you get customers for a wire service? 
O. I suppose you get it through friendship. 


The operations of these fellows were 
not confined to Kansas City. They “sold” 
service in other areas. presumably through 
friendship. 

Our last witness will be Joe DiGiovanni, 
aman with a weak memory and a rugged 
income, a man whose interests included a 
legitimate liquor business and such side- 
lines as bootlegging and moonshining. A 
man who had in his employ the known 
murderer of an 11-year-old boy. (The de- 
tective who had arrested the killer was 
murdered for his trouble. The other wit- 
nesses were intimidated. Dead or frighten- 
ed witnesses tell no tales. The child-mur- 
derer was acquitted. ) 

DiGiovanni was an admitted associate 
of Binaggio and Gargotta. This was one of 
the few things he did admit. He also ad- 
mitted to an income running as high as 
$80,000 a year. Yet he could not remember 
such incidents as: being arrested for send- 
ing Black Hand notes, or of even having 
heard of the Black Hand; of having had a 
still blow up on his premises; of having 
been fined for a liquor violation; of hav- 
ing been indicted on a liquor charge; of 
having been picked up for questioning 
during a murder investigation; of having 
been arrested for murder; of having been 
arrested for kidnaping. 

He could identify, under pressure, pho- 
tos of acquaintances, taken from police

The Condition of Your Host; 
Some Changes at Santa Anita 


Los ANGELES 

The reports on Your Host are not at 
all encouraging. His condition apparently 
is growing steadily worse. instead of bet- 
ter, and most veterinarians agree now that 
this is one race the game little California 
horse cannot win. 

At one time, Your Host might have 
won. That was when Dr. James Far- 
quharson, of Colorado, visited Santa Anita 
Park some weeks ago and advised an 
immediate operation as the only means 
of saving Your Host’s life. The operation 
was not performed because representatives 
of Lloyds of London, at the time. deemed 
it “inadvisable.” 

They have changed their minds now, 
and permission has just been granted to 
go ahead with the operation on Your 
Host’s fractured right leg. It is doubtful. 
however, if an operation will ever be per- 
formed on the colt now. or that it could 
be successful at this late stage. Permis- 
sion to go ahead with the operation. it 
seems. has arrived too late. Even owner 
William Goetz. who is broken-hearted over 
the turn of events. admits that it is too 
late now for Your Host to recover from 
such an operation. 

As these lines are being written, vet- 
erinarians are trying to find some means 
of saving the life of the great colt. As you 
may know. he is insured for $250,000, 
which is a small sum compared to what 
Your Host could have earned on the race 
tracks. If they succeed in saving his life. 
the odds are that Your Host will be hope- 
lessly and permanently crippled. He is 
able to get about his double stall on his 
three good legs. but his condition is such 
that he cannot be moved. at present. With 
the other horses leaving Santa Anita now, 
one of the finest of all must remain there. 
And from that quiet double stall, the fu- 
ture looks black. indeed.

Mrs. Frances Genter’s Rough’n Tumble, 
the Derby champion. was a unanimous 
choice as the best 3-year-old. with Ruth 
Lily. the plucky miss owned by E. B. 
(The Pieman) Johnston and Ted Tepper.

which lowered the world’s record — for 
seven furlongs to 1:21. was voted the best 
sprinter. and Precession. only five-time 
winner of the meeting. was named_ the 
best claiming horse.

In at least two instances. the voting 
managed to be completely ridiculous. The

The latter is from the first crop of 
Count Speed, and she was this reporter's 
choice as the best 2-year-old of the season. 
Had the votes been counted after the race. 
instead of before. she would have won 
rather easily. 

As a member of the Turf writers’ asso- 
ciation in fairly good standing. this re- 
porter promises herewith and now that 
next time around. the ballots will be 
counted after the last race on the last day. 
or else there will be one less to count. 
Racing fans are interested in’ reading 
about the best horse. the best colt. and 
the top filly of any season, but they 
should have an honest report not 
something to fill in a few lines just) be- 
cause someone is in a hurry. 

On the financial side, Santa Anita did 
about as well as last winter. which was 
surprising in view of the number of fine 
horses that were crippled or broken down. 
the number of injuries to star jockeys. 
and a great deal of dissatisfaction over 
the hard track. Total pari-mutuel handle 
amounted to $75.946.261. for a daily av- 
erage of $1.518.925. The decline was 2 
per cent from the 1950 aggregate of $77. 
981.791. Total attendance was 1.190.661, 
for a daily average of 23.813 and a drop 
of 7 per cent from last year’s total of 
1.285.383. Board favorites did not fare well 
at all. with 111 winning for a percentage

Virus Abortion 
Precautions 


There are indications that the outbreak 
of virus abortion among Thoroughbred 
mares Which has been reported in several 
states recently may be abating so far as 
Central Kentucky is concerned. But it is 
advisable that breeders proceed carefully 
if cases of abortion develop on their farms, 
and that they view each abortion as a pos- 
sible case of virus abortion until they 


learn otherwise from their veterinarian, 
The following general precautions are 


suggested to be followed until a veterinari- 
an has had opportunity to examine the 
mare and fetus and make specific recom- 
mendations for a particular farm: 

\ strict quarantine should be placed on 
the barn where the abortion occurs. Men 
working in this barn should not visit other 
buildings on the farm. and other workers 
should not visit the affected barn. Men 
from the affected area should thoroughly 
disinfect their shoes. clothing. and hands 
after handling an aborted fetus. They 
should) avoid all) contact with employees 
from elsewhere on the farm. even to the 
extent of not riding in the same convey- 
ance with them to and from work. 

The aborting mare should be left in the 
same stall. unless she can be moved to an 
isolated barn where she will not come in 
contact with other horses. In case 
should she be placed with mares which 
may not have been exposed to the disease. 
\ mare which is being moved to an isola- 
tion barn should be vanned to the barn. 
and the van should be disinfected after 
she is unloaded. 

Bedding and hay from the stall where 
the abortion took place should be care- 
fully placed in a watertight tarpaulin or 
tub. and should be burned at a distance 
from other barns. Tf it is necessary to 
keep the bedding in the stall. after a mare 
has been moved. it should be drenched 
with a solution of from 3 per cent to 5 
per cent cresol and water. After the mare 
has been moved, the stall should be fasten- 
ed up and not used during the course of 
the contagion. 

In the Lexington area. fetuses may be 
brought to the University of Kentucky De- 
partment of Animal Pathology for post- 
mortem. They should be carried in leak- 
proof containers. such as tubs. so the flu- 
ids will not be spread around the farm. 
If it is desired to take tissue samples. in- 
stead of bringing the fetus to the labora- 
foryv. some authorities advise that the fetus 
should he placed in a hole. if it is to be 
buried. or on a pyre. if it is to he burned. 
before it is opened. Membranes and fluid 


from the fetus. and bedding from the 
stall where the abortion occurs. are consid- 
ered to be principal agents in spreading 
the disease. 

If the remaining mares in an affected 
barn can be dispersed so they do not come 
contact with which have not 
been exposed. their dispersal may be ad- 
visable. But they should not be placed in 
contact: with unexposed horses. 


horses 


Dispersal 
should be practiced only if mares from 
an affected can be kept to them- 
selves. Experience has shown that if the 
proper precautions are taken. the virus 
abortion frequently can be restricted to a 
single barn.

The Delay That Didn’t Delay; 


Notes on Some Derby Horses

The rule. according to Ervin and the 
commission, Was necessary in order “to de- 
lay the flow of information to bookmak- 
ers.” actually penalized legitimate 
sources, and it is an insult to the men cov- 
ering the races here. The plain truth is 
that it did not delay any information to 
bookies. who are getting service as usual, 
illegally. of course. in faster time than the 
legitimate channels. 

Leo Edwards. chairman of the commis- 
sion, said only the other day that the cen- 
sorship of legitimate news from the race 
tracks did more harm than good.  Ed- 
wards and Commissioner Roy Patience are 
believed to be in favor of rescinding the 
rule.

tlefield. According to Trainer Bert Mul- 
holland. Jockey George Hettinger will 
again be with the Widener stable this sea- 
son. and Hettinger will ride Battlefield in 
all his 1951 stakes engagements. includ- 
ing the Derby if the colt is sent to Chureh- 
ill] Downs. Arearo handled Battlefield in 
1950. This. then. leaves Arcaro without a 
first-class mount at this time for the Run 
for the Roses. Hedley Woodhouse will 
ride J. J. Colando’s Unele Miltie. while 
Ted Atkinson. of course. will be up on 
Greentree Stable’s Big Stretch. 

Battlefield and Unele Miltie have con- 
cluded their stay in Miami. both reported 
in fine condition. Unele Miltie was ship- 
ped to Jamaica on March 20. while Bat- 
tlefield was to have been shipped to Bel- 
mont on March 22. 

Before leaving. Battlefield was to have 
been given his first serious workout at 
Hialeah Park on March 21. and it was to 
determine his Derby status. Mr. Widener 
personally asked Hettinger to stay on te 
work the colt for this important trial. His 
first big objective is the Experimental 
Handicap No. 1. six furlongs. Uncle 
Miltie’s initial main test is the Experi 
mental No. 2. at a mile and a sixteenth.

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Thoughts about Equipoise: 


His Position among Sires 


The other day I got to thinking again 
of the late, lamented Equipoise, as I do 
frequently. His last racing plates on a 
bookcase. his picture on the wall. are con- 
stant reminders. 


On this particular occasion, thoughts of 
Equipoise were provoked by seeing the 
name of Prevaricator in the Santa Anita 
Park entries; not in one of those $100,000 
stakes. understand, but in a $2,500 top- 
and-hottom claimer at the “Miracle Mile” 
out on the Golden Strand, where. incident- 
ally. the two greatest California-breds of 
all time—Emperor of Norfolk and Yo 
Tambien—seldom are mentioned any 
more, except by Carleton Burke. 

Prevaricator made me think of Equi- 
poise because he is so different. I mean 
different otherwise than besides the fact 
that Prevaricator is a gelding. But Pre- 
varicator will be remembered as the horse 
which equalled the world record for one 
mile which was established by Equipoise 
when the “Chocolate Soldier” raced 
Jamestown into the ground and hung out 
1:3424 at Arlington Park back in 1932. 

Prevaricator equalled that record at 
Golden Gate Fields in 1948. It stood un- 
beaten until Coaltown lowered it to 1:34 
at Washington Park in 1949. Then. last 
year, Coaltown’s illustrious  stablemate. 
Citation, ran his amazing mile in 1:3334 
at Golden Gate for a new world record. 

Absolutely nothing will be said here 
about relative speed at different tracks. 
past or present. In fact. little more will 
he said about Prevaricator. He has serv- 
ed his purpose, which in this instance is 
to lead up to a question asked at the risk 
of accusations that I have been subsidized 
hy the Equipoise faction: 

“Why have the sons of Equipoise not 
received greater consideration sires?” 
Don't rush now; take your turn. 

More hammers than horns were heard 
when Equipoise himself was retired te the 
stud. He had only four seasons (the first 
was short) before he died in 1938. Yet. 
four years after he died. and with no 2- 
vear-olds to represent him. his name head- 
ed the sire list in 1942 with larger earn- 
ings ($437.141) by his get than any sire 
in history up to that time. The knockers 
had a hard time explaining that. 

We have heard a great many alleged 
explanations why the long-dominant male 
line of Sir Arehy and Lexington went in- 
to decline so soon after the latter’s death. 
When you have facets. you don’t need so 
many theories. Consider then, the fate of 
some of the sons of Lexington: Norfolk

went to California. which was far away 
in those days. Asteroid became impotent. 
Kentucky, third of that great triumvirate. 
died early. So did several other good 
sons of Lexington. Others were widely 
seattered. The rest were considered just 
as “other stallions” and not as suitable 
mates for Lexington mares. which were 
all the rage because they were actually 
worth more than other mares. Other male 
lines had become fashionable and popular. 
Without sufficient patronage. a_ fellow 
soon goes out of business whether he’s a 
storekeeper or a stallion. 

Since Colin, at least. Equipoise was the 
greatest exponent of the Domino line. 
with all due respect to Bimelech and Al- 
sab. As a sire he was an unmistakable. un- 
deniable success. One can only surmise 
what he might have done had he lived. He 
had taken up the cudgels of the Domino 
line laid down by his sire. Pennant. and 
Black Toney, sons of Peter Pan, both of 
which, in the sere and yellow leaf, died 
within days of the young scion. 

With the exception of Equestrian (sire 
of Stymie) the best sons of Equipoise still 
are among the living. Some of them have 
done quite well with the opportunities 
they have had. Compare their 1950 rec- 
ords, individually and collectively. with. 
for instance, the records of the sons of 
*Bull Dog. hardly a_ fly-by-night stud 
horse. 
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You will find arrayed against 17 sons 
of Equipoise the amazing Bull Lea, of 
course, and Eternal Bull, Tiger, and 
some 25 others. But take them all, re- 
membering that *Bull Dog had 15 years in 
which to beget sons, and Equipoise had 
only four. 

This is by no means an anti-*Bull Dog 
essay. On the contrary, the purpose is to 
subject the sons of Equipoise to a severe 
test. *Bull Dog (1927) and Equipoise 
(1928) were contemporaries while Equi- 
poise lived. *Bull Dog, with more than 
twice as many performers as Equipoise 
had the previous year, succeeded Equi- 
poise as leading sire in 1943, but with con- 
siderably smaller earnings. The basis for 
a comparison of the records of their sons, 
therefore. is fair and equitable. 

At this point it is suggested that Joe 
Estes could present some interesting data 
by applying his average earnings index 
system to the subject. It is reasonable 
to anticipate that Bull Lea will be the 
standout, not only among the *Bull Dogs 
like Walter was among the Johnsons, but 
of both teams. 

Now, if any of the foregoing sounds 
paradoxical in view of the previous ques- 
tion, read it again, then read on. 


Excepting Shut Out. the sons of Equi- 
poise have had to make their reputations 
the hard way. Bolingbroke and Swing 
and Sway have been shunted about ever 
since they retired, although the latter now 
has been taken back to Greentree and 
may reciprocate handsomely for the move. 

Carrier Pigeon has made the best of the 
chances afforded him in Kentucky. a land 
of great opportunities if he could enjoy 
more of the better ones. Attention has 
done relatively well in New Jersey. and

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Alaking likewise in Maryland. Maybe 
Hal Price Headley was taking a long- 
range view when he said. as he saddled 
Alaking for the Arlington Futurity in 
1940: “This is the best son of Equipoise.” 

Equifox, one of the “Chocolate Soldier's” 
best and most durable sons, raced until 
nine, his swan song being a mile in 1:35, 
when he made one of his characteristically 
famous drives from far back which made 
him so popular. But the best outside 
mares were not waiting in large bands for 
him, either, when he retired. 

So it has gone, on the whole, for the 
sons of Equipoise. They have not been 
shunned. Some have had full or large 
books and have made the most of their 
opportunities. But there has been no 
clamoring at their paddock gates, nor has 
there been the amount of patronage which 
might be expected from the quality and 
carriage trade which sets the style and 
pattern. Good mares are always too few. 
bad stallions always too many. With 
more Thoroughbreds than ever before 
there is also more competition among good 
sires and among breeders trying to get 
seasons to them. Heredity can’t be meas- 
ured and dished out in doses. No matter 
what your views on the subject may be. 
the name of Equipoise is not yet a remote 
name in any pedigree. Its importance in 
the male line in future generations de- 
pends on what is done now. 

What has been said about the sons of 
Equipoise might be said, of course, about 
the sons of other sires, if important factors 
are taken into consideration. These would 
include the ranking of those sires as such, 
in comparison to Equipoise. They might 
include the over-all difference between 
Equipoise and the other sires. They 
could include such differences as that be- 
tween Equipoise and Prevaricator as race 
horses, both of which ran a mile in the 
same world-record time. 

All of which calls up the previous ques- 
tion. 


CROSS PURPOSES 


A bill to license the transmission by wire 
“any information or news as to sporting 
and /or athletic games. contests or events” 
in’ Anne Arundel County has been  intro- 
duced in the Maryland House of Dele- 
gates. It was expected to be amended to 
cover horse racing only. Idea behind the 
bill. one of its sponsors said, was to con- 
trol the bookmakers’ wire service: “If the 
wire service had to make every subscriber 
produce a permit, they would not be able 
to have bookmakers as subscribers because 
the Board of County Commissioners would 
not issue permits to bookmakers.” 

But while Anne Arundel County sought 
to eliminate bookmakers. representatives 
from Baltimore proposed to legalize them 
through licensing. with the State receiving 
2 per cent of the handle. 


THE FARMING SIDE 


National average price support rates for 
1951 have been announced as_ follows: 
corn, $1.54 a bushel: barley. $1.11: oats. 
72 cents: rye. $1.30. If corn parity is 
higher as of October 1. the support rate 
will be decreased to 90 per cent of parity. 
Support rates for other commodities will 
not be adjusted even though parity changes. 

The soil conservation and agricultural 
research activities of the Department of 
Agriculture have been reorganized. A 
single policy will govern the soil conser- 
vation activities in the future, and the ac- 
tivities will be carried out through a unified 
administration. All research activities have 
been placed under the supervision of an 
assistant secretary of agriculture. 

Rats consume food estimated to be 
worth $200.000.000 annually. 

An amendment to Federal meat inspec- 
tion regulations has added Mexico to the 
list of countries from which certain meats, 
including canned and cooked meats and 
meat-food products. can be imported to the 
United States. 

Experiments with feeder lambs at the 
University of Hlinois show that a legume- 
grass combination is the best pasture for 
them. Using black-faced western yearlings 
in the test. straight bluegrass pasture 
brought 19615 pounds of lamb gain per 
acre during 873 sheep-days per acre. 
Straight ladino clover produced 403 pounds 
gain per acre over 1.572 sheep-days per 
acre. A combination of birdsfoot trefoil 
and a grass mixture brought the best re- 
sults: 567 pounds per acre in 1.290 sheep- 
days. Alta fescue was the poorest lamb 
pasture. It showed a loss of six pounds per 
acre during 1.980 sheep-days. However. 
alta fescue has value as a late and early 
pasture. It has been used to advantage 
in replacing winter rye. 

The sodium salt of 2.4-D. the weed killer. 
can be used to intensify the red skin color 
and the Vitamin C content of certain va- 
rieties of potatoes, it has been learned at 
the Colorado A. and M. College. The 2.4-D 
is applied as a spray to the vines while 
the potatoes are still in the ground. The 
intensified color adds eye-appeal to the 
potatoes. and increases the Vitamin C con- 
tent as much as 1215 per cent. The spray 
must be used carefully. 


JET FLIGHT RETIRED 


The Maine Chance Farm's 4-vear-old 
colt Jet Flight. a brother to the Kentucky 
Derby winner Jet Pilot (*Blenheim IlL-— 
Black Wave. by *Sir Gallahad IIT). has 
been retired to the stud at Leslie Combs 
Spendthrift Farm, at Lexington. Jet 
Flight was unraced, but he trained well. 
He. will be bred to only a few mares. at 
private terms. 


COURTS AND STIMULATION 


A decision adverse to a Maryland Rac- 
ing Commission ruling in a_ stimulation 
case has been issued by Judge Michael J. 
Manley. of Baltimore. John S. Latimer. a 
trainer. had been found guilty by the 
commission for violating a rule requiring 
a horse to be placed under guard in a re- 
ceiving barn two hours before a race. and 
also was found guilty of stimulating the 
horse. The court ruled that the commission 
“may not provide explicitly for certain 
penalties . .. and then claim. as the com- 
mission does in this case. that it has dis- 
cretionary power to ignore its own rules 
or to apply them differently.” Judge Man- 
ley noted that the commission offered no 
evidence that the trainer or his employees 
had stimulated the horse. Mr. Calvert's 
license had been suspended for a year. 


RESULTS 


Howard G. Underwood. managing direc- 
tor of the recently-organized Lexington 
Bloodstock Farms. reports that the farms’ 
recent advertisement in THe Brioon-Horsr 
offering 20 horses as a lot brought calls 
from horsemen scattered all the way from 
Massachusetts to California. As a result 
of the demand by some of these callers 
for horses in training. others for brood- 
mares. still others for yearlings. 
rather than the entire lot. he says that the 
horses are being sold separately. The 
group includes eight horses in training. 
five hroodmares (three in foal). and seven 
vearlings. 


BAY MEADOWS STAKES 


The $25.000-added St. Patrick’s Day 
Handicap. at Bay Meadows on March 17. 
was won by Collins and Foster’s 6-vear- 
old) gelding Manyunk. trained by Allen 
Drumheller and ridden by Lester Balaski. 
A nose behind him was Calumet Farm’s 
Bewitch. Sturdy One was third in the 1,'- 
mile race. Fuller details will be published 
in next week’s Blood-Horse. 


MORE COMMISSION 


Goy. Howard Pyle. of Arizona. has sign- 
ed into law a bill that will permit the 
State’s horse racing tracks to deduct an 
additional 2 per cent of the mutuel handle 
up to the first $100.000 of daily business. 
One of the first results of the law was the 
announcement by James Herbuveaux. op- 
erator of Arizona Downs. that purses at 
his track would be increased 25 per cent. 
Under the new law, the track will get 11 
per cent and the State will receive 4 


per cent,

CIVILIAN DEFENSE 

Twenty-nine member race tracks of the 
Thoroughbred Racing Associations are 
completing plans for public use of track 
properties in the event of a bombing §at- 
tack. Completed surveys by civilian de- 
fense representatives indicate that a race 
track can be easily converted to emer- 
geney shelter for some 20.000 persons. 

Other useful features) mentioned by 
civilian defense inspectors are the parking 
areas which could be utilized for motor 
assembly points. railroad spurs and_ sid- 
ings. and storage space for supplies. Ae- 
cording to surveys reported to. the TRA 
headquarters. additional facilities — that 
might be utilized in an emergency include 
fire fighting equipment. trucks. tractors, 
bulldozers. and manpower. At many 
tracks. plans are being made to store ra- 
tions and purchase special equipment for 
use in emergency. 

In New York. Lawrence Wilkinson, act- 
ing chairman and director of the New 
York Civil Defense Commission, — said. 
“The facilities offered by the New York 
racing associations . . . will enable city 
and County defense officials to care for 
thousands of persons. . . . Coming forward 
voluntarily with a suggested plan, and the 
physical plants and funds to carry it out, 
is an outstanding example of good citizen- 
ship.”

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CLOCKWORK. Jimmy Stout probably 
veis less publicity than Arcaro. Atkinson. 
and other name riders, but the 37-year-old 
veteran still does better than good for 
himself year in and out. Since parting 
company with Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons, 
after a long association with the Sage of 
Sheepshead Bay, Stout has concentrated 
on riding away from New York. And it 
proved a wise move. He has been virtu- 
ally the top rider at the New Jersey tracks 
since racing was legalized in the Skeeter 
State. And at the moment. Stout is boss 
man of the jockeys at Gulfstream Park, 
with 14 winners in the first 12 days of the 
meeting. 

One of his better rating jobs was put to 
use aboard William G. Helis  En- 
nobled in the $15.000 Gulfstream Park 
Handicap on St. Patrick’s Day. The son 
of Count Fleet. in an impressive perform- 
ance. won Gulfstream’s richest race by 
five leneths from C. V. Whitney's high- 
weighted Mount Marcy (120) pounds), 
running a mile and a quarter in 2:0155. 
Stout stepped him away from the gate in 
front. steadied him along deftly. and then 
opened up through the final run. The 
horse. with 113 pounds up. finished with 
speed in reserve. Ennobled has improved 
smartly this winter under Trainer Frankie 
Catrone, who is quite a man with a Thor- 
oughbred. 

Incidentally. Ennobled might admir- 
ably into the handicap picture this year. 
what with so many stars on the sidelines 
at this time. He runs a good deal in the 
same fashion as his illustrious sire. Count 
Fleet—from the front end—but we hasten 
to add that the comparison ends right 
there. 


BONUS. There was good news for Hia- 
leal’s stockholders the past week. The 
track is paying an extra 50 cents this year. 
in addition to the usual $2 dividend per 
share. and a fund has been set aside for 
the building of a new club house. The 
hoard of directors passed a resolution ex- 
pressing their condolences to Mrs. War- 
ren Wright in the loss of her beloved hus- 
band. the man who made Calumet Farm 
such a fabulous racing institution, Mr. 
\ right’s post on the board of directors. 
however. has not vet been filled. 

Officers and directors of the track, 
headed by John C. Clark. as president, 
have been re-elected. Sam H. MeCormick 
has again been named secretary-treasurer. 
In addition to Clark and MeCormick. the 
full board membership includes Schofield 
Andrews. James H. Bright. Russell A. 
Firestone, W. Alton Jones. Royce G. 
Martin, Frederick C. Peters. Dr. Bo LL. 
Whitten. and P. A. B. Widener. 


MISFORTUNE. Add four more horses 
to the long list of Thoroughbreds that 


have been injured during the winter rae- 
ing season, not only in Miami but in Cali- 
fornia as well. Llroniecally. or tragically. 
the latest victims suffered the same injury 
while racing at Gulfstream Park—a_ bro- 
ken leg. Falada and Four Speeds broke 
down in the same race last Thursday, 
Montmarte snapped a leg on Friday. while 
Hickory was badly injured while crossing 
the finish line, winding up fourth, on Sat- 
urday. Falada and Four Speeds were de- 
stroyed, Little hope is held to save the 
other two unfortunate horses.

Derby will remain as $100.000-added fea- 
tures. but there will be some changes in 
some of the nine $50,000 stakes. The 
minimum overnight purse will be $2.500. 
instead of $3.500, but the total stakes and 
purse distribution will not be reduced. 


Dr. Strub and Director of Racing Carle- 
ton Burke feel that a wider distribution 
of stakes money. plus a graduated scale 
for overnight races, with more money go- 
ing to the better class of horses. will help 
the breeding industry and make for a 
better class of sport. 


A good guess is that the San Antonio 
Handicap and the San Juan Capistrano 
will both remain on the stakes schedule 
as $50.000-added events. The San Antonio, 
in ordinary seasons, produces a really top 
race. and the San Juan Capistrano, in 
1950, resulted in a duel between *Noor 
and Citation that will never be forgotten 
by race-goers out this way. The $50,000- 
added California Breeders © Champion 
stakes will not be reduced for at least 
two years, as nominations have already 
been received for the next two renewals. 


Six other stakes will be split either in 
half or possibly on a $30.000-$20.000 basis 
to provide mid-week features. They are the 
Santa Catalina. San Pasqual. San Carlos, 
Santa Margarita. San Felipe. and Santa 
Susana. It is impossible to look ahead 
and foreeast which races will be good and 
which poor. This season, for example, the 
San Felipe and Santa Susana both turned 
out to be excellent races. while the San 
Juan Capistrano drew the weakest field in 
history. Ordinarily, it works the other 
way. however. and Santa Anita’s move in 
offering more money for the better horses 
is one that should be popular with horse- 
men and breeders. 

The season that has just closed has 
been the strangest at Santa Anita that this 
reporter can ever recall. Injuries. spills. 
bad starts and lax officiating seemed to 
he everyday occurrences. The racing was 
far below Santa Anita’s standard. and the 
main trouble seemed to be with the rae- 
ing strip itself. On a good track. this 
could have been one of Santa Anita’s best 
seasons, instead of one that will be re- 
membered for the horses it broke down in- 
stead of the champions it made.

SSSS At Hialeah Park 


Race track managements can look for- 
ward to a prosperous 1951 if the recently 
completed meeting at Hialeah Park is any 
indication of the business trend else- 
where. According to final attendance fig- 
ures at the Miami track, 693,096 fans 
passed through the turnstiles, as com- 
pared to 660.571 a year ago. The average 
daily attendance was 17.327 this year: 
16.514 last year. Percentagewise, the in- 
crease was 4.9 per cent. 

This year per capita betting ranged 
higher, swelling the handle of the mutuel 
department to 19 per cent more than was 
bet in 1950. Total mutuel handle was 
$52.055,901 this year: a year ago it was 
$43.697.413. The daily average handle a 
year ago was $1.092.435; for the meeting 
just ended it was $1.300.140. 

The increase in betting is attributed 
to one or both of two situations that did

In his flat-racing days Billy Barton was 
reputedly a rogue. but before he was 
finally barred at most tracks for his bad 
behavior. he earned $43.040. In the mean- 
time he had passed into the hands of Sam- 
uel Louis. of Missouri. who sold him to 
the Maryland sportsman Howard Bruce. 

Mr. Bruce started training his horse 
over the jumps. and the story goes that 
he hunted him 85 times in two years be- 
fore he decided to race him in some of the 
point-to-point events that are popular 
Maryland and Virginia. 

In the spring of his eighth year, Billy 
Barton raced as an unknown entry in the 
American Grand National. a hunt race. 
and won easily. Less than a week later he 
won the Maryland Hunt Cup. then the 
Meadowbrook Hunt Cup. A week later he 
was sent to Warrenton. Va.. where he won 
the Virginia Gold Cup. 

Encouraged by his successes. Mr. Bruce 
raced Billy Barton again at nine. He re- 
peated his performance in the American 
Grand National. and won several other 
hunt cups in the East. 

The following year he was sent to Eng- 
land for the Grand National Steeplechase 
t Aintree. where he was trained by Au- 
brey Hastings. After several dull perform- 
ances in preparatory races for the Na- 
tional. the enthusiasm that had greeted 
him when he arrived in England lessened. 
and he went to the post for the Grand Na- 
tional at 33 to 1. 

He was opposed by a number of high- 
class jumpers. including Bright’s Boy. 
Sprig. and Dumond. The favorite at 5 to 1 
was Master Billie. The horses went away 
from the start in good order and_ all 
cleared the first jump. But as they ap- 
proached the finish of the more than four 
miles. only two of the original 42 contest- 
ants were still on their feet. Billy Barton 
was one. and the other was Tipperary Tim. 
At the last jump Billy Barton fell. and 
Tipperary Tim went on to win. But Billy 
Barton’s jockey. Tim Cullinan. was not 
ready to give up. He re-mounted and _fin- 
ished the course to be second. 

Mr. Bruce tried with Billy Barton in 
the Grand National again in 1929. but he 
was unsuccessful. He finally retired the old 
campaigner to his Maryland farm. and has 
used him for hunting up until a few years 
ago. when he got too old. 


Notes on Spotted Bull 


One of the fastest horses in recent 
American racing was Spotted Bull. a son 
of *Bull Dog— Spotted Beauty. by Man 
War. For shert distances he ran to his 
breeding. and earned a reputation of being 
almost unbeatable out of the gate. But 
he could not carry his speed farther than 
six furlongs, because of respiratory trou- 


ble or another reason, and at length his 
owner gave up on him, though the horse 
did win four races. 

Breeding and conformation made Spot. 
ted Bull a “natural” for the western Quar- 
ter Horse country. and he now is at stud 
at Melville Haskell’s Rincon Stock Farm, 
near Tucson. Ariz. He is owned hy a 
syndicate of which Mr. Haskell is a mem- 
ber. Before placing Spotted Bull in the 
stud this year. the syndicate allowed him 
a long rest. then tightened him up for 
some racing. which was mainly to show his 
speed to Quarter Horse breeders. In a 
trial spin, and in a race, Spotted Bull ran 
a quarter-mile in :22.7, which equaled the 
world stallion record when held by Pig. 
gin String. He is being limited to 24 
Thoroughbred mares this season. He was 
bred by Coldstream Stud.
